I could produce a number of othev reaſons tg 
demonſtrate that Chymicall Medicines of awvehe- 
ment nature,as princigally the two before named 
(agamſt which all this eontrowerſie doth particu= 
larly ariſe ) are more gentle then any violent v6e 
mitine Medicine which our Ancients preſcribed, 
yea farre more ſafe then any vomitorie 1nder Hel 
lebore or any aboue namea : but to anoide long 
diſcourſe let theſe ſuffice at this time. 

Now let vs rome to reſolue our [clues whether 
thoſe ordinarie Medicines which be naturally gen=- 
tle and without any_offenſine qnalitie after chymi« 
call preparation change their naturallmildeneſſe, 
into that which is exill, and ſo become vehemens 
and dangerous. ; 

Concerning which point wee hame in this diſe 
Courſe alreadie ſpoken ſome thing in defence of 
purgatiune Medicines, as thoſe of more frequent wſe 
then others among diſeaſed perſons , and therefore 
wilbe contented to determine the whole matter 
in the generall defence of Diaphoretickes,Dilt 
reticks, Alexitcries,&c. chymically prepared. 


Firſt, therefore it maſt of neceſſity be granted of

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all opponents that every Medicine ingenerall be- 


yeaued of its earthineſſe and feculencie . and made 
pure Cleane and well digeſted by fire muſt of conſe- 
guence be leſſe burtfull, leſſe dangereus , andleſſe 
bffenſiue, and is alſo farre more apt to worke, ci: 0 
tutd & miunde (as the Phyſaions wiſh) then any 
rude ,earthie,impure or ill prepared Mead:cine may 
or can doe by any meanes poſſible ; the reaſon 1s , 
that when (uch il-prepared ſtuffe is once gotten 
into the ſtomacke of any diſeaſed perſon, nature( al- 
yeadie ſtrugling againſt the diſeaſe ) becommeth 
thereby more wearied, auer-cloyed and oppreſſed m 
concolting and ſeperating the pmeneſſe from the 
. pmpureneſſe of ſuch adrugges then it was before, and 
therefore can receine very little or no comfort at all 
by ſuch Medicines , whereas on the contrary part 
other medicines (made ſubtill, aftine, pure and well 
prepared by - doe begin t1 diſperce and drtate 
themſelues gently into all parts of the bodre as ſooxe 
«4 they are receiued thereinto , and being neuer ſo 
little exagitgted or moned by naturall heate afiiſt 
wathre her ſclfe without any alteration or diſtur- 
bane at all,and like a good friend aide and pro- 
mone ber ; whereas h other wearieth and tor- 
menteth the body like a Tyrant, Moreoner wee 
may conſider that Chymicall Medicines being 
pure andneate, as aforeſaid , leaue no feculent reſ1- 
dence or corruption in the bodie at all, as others 
£0R3manly dos, =: 

But 
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But if it commeth to paſſe (4 it is not vnlteh) 
that ſome ſhould deny theſe reaſons, obiefting that 
Chymicall Medicines being ſubtill and pure, can 
more eaſily diſturbe nature, and mone the body 
more ſodainely then other Medicines do ; to whons 
we anſwere, that although among our Chymicall 
Medicines , there bee ſome of a ſubtill Natwre,as 
ozr diſtilled ojles,the quinteſi=nce of wine, and 
other vegetables : and as there be dmers liquors 
(we acknowledge ) very (harpe and piercing ; ſo in 
hke manner be there ſome diſeaſes , wherein ſuch 
Medicines be very requiſite and neceſſary, where- 
45 others of a. croſſe,feculent and clammy ſubſtance 
can yeeld xo caſe or comfort at all; in regard 
whereof wee onght not to accompt them dawnge- 
rous or hurtfull , but rather very beneficiall and 
wholeſome , eſpecially being well applyed and ſed 
as _s Hedicmes of what nature ſoexer ought 
lo Bee, 

But under colour of theſe 10 1148 ought mo 
comprehend other Chymicall Medicines , or pro- 
claime them to bee of ſuch a piercing nature , for 
comming to purgatine Medicines extratted ( be- 
ing of a ſappie , thicke and condenſe forme )wee 
know well that they are not nor cannot bee ſo ſub- 
till or piercing as oyles , nor are called ſubtill 
in regards of their penetratine wertwe , 
rather becauſe they are farre more eaſily conuer- 
tedinto Liquors, then the ſubſtances from — 

._. © _ 
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they are extraled , and therefore ought in no eaſe 
tobe called irritatines. | 

Experience her ſelfe teacheth vs that the ex- 
tratt of Mechoacan, Rheubarbe,or Sena (being 
gevtle Med:cines ) duely adminiftred,ſhew them- 
ſelues farre more milde,gentle and effettuall then 
when they are exhibited after an entire and groſſ 
preparation, 

But what need many words ? doe we not plaineh 
ſee that our Chymicall Art bringeth Colocyn- 
this and Scammonie ( acrimonious and vent- 
mous purgatiues Wo bee ſo gentle and mild: in ope-Y 
ration, that 4 man may 4s ſafely and freely admi- 
riſter them as Rheubarbe , haxing onely regari 


zo the qualitis of the diſeaſe, and the humour thy * 


natirally purge ? as namely that of Scammonie 
whereof 4 man may boldly fine to one of 4 ſtrong 
conſtitution twentie praines at a time, in ſugar 10- 
ſat, or any other conſerue ; Ard this will worke ea: 
ſay and well, without any tonch of paine , pertur- 
bance or inflammation in the bowells, as other wiſe 
it would ſurely do. 

And this is a Maxime that not only Scammo- 
nic, 6:t eneric other purgatine Medicine of ſuch 
venemous and vehemet nature'as Hellebore, Ti- 
thymalls,8c. looſe their acrimonie and malignt 
qualitie, and by meaues of this Art become gentle 
and effcctuall in the extirpation of all ſuch deſeaſe! 
« they natigally concerns or reſpett , without av 
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incon#enience or danger at all : and this is no 
vaine Conietture of mine owne braine , for I can 
produce 4 hundred ſage and learned Phyſitions 
which can & will teſtifie and make this good as well 
as my ſelfe. 

And this ts all which I purpoſed to ſheake at

ans, how great or learned ſoeuer they were 
eltcemed, yer bcing all but imperfect men 
and ſubict to errour , had their owne 
proper paſſions, and were full of con- 
tention and icalouſic one againſt another, 
as wee are now adaies; whence it followes 
that wee ought not to receiue all their 
workes for goſpell., without condition 
as aforeſayd : for as for example Galen, 
Plinie, andothers, put the world in feare 
and ſuſpition of Opium, and contrariwiſe 
Oribaſins , Dieſcorides and others commend 
it, and aſſure and affirme it to bee pro- 
fitable and neceſſarie for the cure of many 
diſcaſes : who then in this caſe can giuc 
vs better knowledge and ſatisfaction of 
truth of theſe things then Experience het 
ſelfe > Now ſhee tells vs that a man may 
ſafely vic Opium inwardly in mens bodies, 
Oribaſins therefore and Dieſcorides , haue 
{poken truly,whereas the errour and abuſe of 
others is manifeſt ; which howſocuer it falls 
out, it hinders ys nothing at all to ſearch 


ingo 
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into theſe things, ſeeing that ncither cauſe 


nor reaſon can preiudice'or hinder the aus 
thoritie of daily experience. 

That the vſe of Opium deſerueth to be ap- 
plauded of all Phyfitions, wee haue two prin- 
cipall and certaine aflurances; whereof the 
former is not onely the certification of Peter 
Bellon aforeſaid , but of a hundred honorable 
perſonages , who haue beene in Azz, and af- 
firme that the Twrkes eate thereof in great 
quantitie almoſt every day ordinarily with-

which goe about to proue that Opimmis cold 
in reſpe& ir prouoketh ſleepe, chicknerh the 
humours, and taken too liberally cauſeth 
daungerous Symptomes and doubtfull e- 
uents, which reaſons (1 affirme ) are ofno 
force in this behalfe , for firſt as Opium pro- 
voketh ſleepe to all thoſe which are afflicted 
with hot diteaſcs, ſo doth it alſo prouoke the 
ſame in all other cauſes without exception, 
yea although they bee of different qualities, 
as witnefleth Awuicen and others,who hauc 
diligently noted the fame : and as for the 
humours, Op:4- doth not onely- incraflate 
and thicken cheſc which are of a hot quali- 


' tic, but thole alto which are coldeſt of all, as 


that white and chriftalline hamour which 
floweth and di{tilierh from the braine vnto 
the other parts, whence it appeareth that a 
man cannot produce ſuch a neceflaric con- 


ſequence of the operation of Opirm, as thole 


men 9oe abour ro doe, forif we weretyed of 
necefſitic to adhere and and to the le:2ce 
of the former arguments, it would conle- 
quently follow that all colde things would 
procure ſleepero the diſeaſed , where no 0- 
ther thing could cffet the ſame : /rem, thac 
they onely appeaſed all inward grieſes, in- 
craſſed euery hu:your; hot, cold or how fob- 
till focuer , and in briefe had the very !an© 
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yertues that Opinm before is deſcribed to 
haue, whereas ou the contrarie part no hot 
things could effec the ſame ; bur experience 
proueth ir farre orherwiſe, for if Quick- /iluer, 
the Magifterie of Lead(compared to Saturne) 
Salt-peter, or Allome (falts of a cold tempra. 
ture) or the water ae Sper: Ran, Which is 
thought to coagulate or congcale the bloud 
by its extr<ame frigiditie, if none of theſe(] 
fay) perform thoſe effefts which Opinm doth, 
nor Ice nor Snow themſclues rationally ad- 
miniftred 1n _neuer ſo large a doſc, can pro- 
cure ſleepe, or ceaſe paines, bur rather fot the 
moſt part cauſe more yvehement fits, Yet! 
will not deny that cold things may ſome- 
times, 2nd ypon ſome occafions procure 
reſt, though not alwaics when neede is, 
nor fo ſurely at any time as Opin: well pre- 
pared, 

And as for hot things, they are for the 
moſt part ſo farre from cauſing diſquictneſle 
to mens bodies, or ſubtilizing grofle hu- 
mours that quite contrary a man may finde 
many that will prouoke ſlcepe, and thicken 
ſubcill and virulent bumours, rather and ſoo- 
ner then ocher of a colder qualitic,as we may 
plaincly perceiuc by Mirrhe, Aloes, Storax, 
Olibannn , tPorme-wood, Betonie , Safran and 
ſuch other, yea & Smlphar it (elf(the very = 
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of .nature)doth not onely prouoke ſleepe in 
ſome reaſonable meaſure, but doth alſo in 
ſuch wiſe coagulate and condenſe the ſubtill 
and hot humours, that it auaileth much the 
Pthyficall in Raying their defluxions , and it 
is a thing moſt manitelt amongſt Spagiriſts 
that SuJphur can coagulate water, wine or 
Aqua-vitZ in ſuch ſort that a man may beate 
them to powder in a morter , and after re 
duce them to that naturall forme they were 
in before, | 
I am not ignorant, that a man may tell 
mee that things of a cold er hot nature, doe 
worke diuerſely in bodies according to the 
diuerſitie of the ſubiedt they light vpon, as 
the fire which hardneth clay, and ſoftneth 
waxe, and fo of cold things, in like manner 
that Opinms being extreamely cold , by thar 
extremitie worketh in bodies, where other 
things of an inferiour degree cannor in any 
Wiſe ; but neither of the two reaſons reach 
ro the deapth of our diſpute, for ficlt Opin 
(the ſubie& of our diſcourſe) worketh nor in 
mens bodies in this or that manner by cleCti- 
on, according to the diuerfitic of their tem» 
pratures and complexions, but doth indiffe- 
rently prouoke ſleepe, and cauſeth all paines 


to ceaſe of what nature or qualitic ſocuer as 


aforeſaid, 
D 3 Secondly 
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Secondly , putting the cafe that Opium 
were the coldeſt thing in the world,yer that 
ſmall Doſe, which we commonly vſe to giue 
at a time, cannot excecd the great frigidi- 
tie of thoſe things afore-named in their larger 
Doſes. | 
Were it not a great abſurditie, to be- 
leeue that one graine or two of Opin were 
colder then a dragine of Allome,preparcd or 
crude, or one {crupic of the Aagiſterie of 
Lead,or an ounce of the water of the Sperm 
of frogges , or two ounces of the water of 
Nymphea , or as an ounce or two of Oick- 
fuer , which ſome haue vſcd to giue againſt 
the. wormes and other maladies, all whick 
pafie through the bodie as cold as any ice, 
and manifeſtly coole the mouth , and other 
conduits where they paſſe, which one {mall 
Dofe of Opinmz cannot doe, but rather con- 
trarily heateth both mouth and Rtomacke; 
whence you may gather that theſe reaſons, 
and the like, are meere palliative and ſtuper- 
ficiall arguments, and fine gloſes to enter- 
taine long char, rather then to proue any 
coldneficin Opium, 

Now touching the Symptomes which 
Opinm cauſeth being inordinately taken, Ex- 
perience her ſelfe teacheth vs,that 4Aqua-vite 
(which is of a hot and ſubcill efſence) being 

: roQ . 
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roo abundantly ingurged, cauſcth ſemblable 
effets, for many being drunke with Aqua- 
vite haue dyed,ſeaſcd as it were with Stwpids- 
tie,priuation, of ſenſe, Trembling,Lethargie ; and 
indeed ended their liues in ſuch manner, as if 


they had ſwallowed to much Opium, and be- 


came benummed and ſtiffe, as if they had di- 
ed in the very yce and ſnow. 
Wine it {clfe alio cauſeth divers Symp-= 


tomes of _ in them which abule it,. as 


wee may plainely ſce by the lamentable cx- 
amples yſed in diuers parts of the Papacre, 
where they commonly make thoſe people 
drunke which are condemned-to any vio- 
lent death, of whom ſome goe ſinging, and 
ſome rayling thercunto, and others as 
dulland ſenſelefſe as bruit beaſts, none of 
them having any vnderſtanding or memorie 
of their iminent ſlaughter , and which is 
worſe, haue no true feeling of their ſinnes, 
nor folide iudgement er diſcretion to re- 
commend themſclues to the mercie of cheir 
Creator. 

Wine (as all Authors afficme, and Expe- 
rience her ſelfe declareth)being abuſed, doth 
cauſcin proceſſe of time Phrenſie, Madneſſe, 
Rage, Furie, Stupiditie, Lethargie, Palſie and 0- 
ther dangerous diſcaſes,cuen as Opinm doth, 
and is notwithſtanding an hor liquor,as all 
"Ls % D 4 the 
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the world knoweth, Wee may then con. 
clude that Opium maketh not the Turker 
fierce and couragious in warre, nor maketh 
the diſcaſed ro {]cepe, nor appcaſeth all in. 
ward grictes of the bodice, becauſe of its cold 
qualirie , or by reaſon of its heate(although 
It manifeſtly appeare to be hor)bur in regard 
of his operations, which doubcleſle procee. 
deth from a {pecifigall and hidden proprictie 
wherewithit is indowed , cuen as wee {ee in 
deieCtorie Phylicke , which purgeth neither 
by reaſcn of any heate or coldnefle therein, 
but rather by a certaine ipecificall qualiticas 
is ſayd, 

Now as purgatiue Medicines rightly vſed, 
doe not onely cuacuate Natures excrements, 
and bring the bodie to an excellent rempra- 
ture, but being abuſed doe mightily offend 
and bring diſſolution to the ſame ; cuen ſo 
Opium well adminiftred,endoweth the bodie 
with fingular benefits, bur abuſed and vn- 
temperatly given, worketh the contrary, 
whence it followerh that in the vſage of 
either of rhem,it behoueth the Phyliticn ro 
Þc ruled by reaſon and experience, walking 
na good conſcience, and pratifing his Art

egarthings ingenerall comfort the ſtoinack, 
reſiſt poyſons , qualifie inward heates, and 
defend the parts from corruption ; the which 
thing indeed Vinegar doth aboue all other 
yegetable things wharſocuer,as may plainly 
appeare by its {afe conſeruation of all things

on and aduertiſement concerning the vic

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- 2 Firſt although-in the former paſſages} 
hath bin decreed , that i his Medicine ſhould 
be yvied with diners Vehicles in euery diſeaſe, 
yet there may happen ſome particular occur. 
xence, that in one or other, the diſtilled w 
ters and Syrrups aforeſaid may not beecon. 
veniently taken as well in rclpcet of ther 
qualities, ſmels and raft, as other particula 
piopcrties antipathizing the ficke Patient 
Whereof wee haue ſeene diucrs examples 
ſome that cannot indure the. {mell ortaſt ef 
roſes,others of Quipnces, ſome loving ſweet 
things, others not able ro indure them,fo 
fome diſtilled waters are plealant, to other 
they cauſe vomit, and other accidents, ſorhat

| andeuerie Section of medicines haue yndet

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them their proper maladies for whoſe cure 
they are eſpecially appropriated , yetnot- 


withſtanding wee are conſtrained _ 


times vpon occaſion to mixe one thing wit 

another, not only in regard that two or three 
diſcaſes do often iump together in one body, 
bur alſo for the varietie of Symprtomes, and 
effe&s that one only diſcaſes may ſometimes 
produce, ſo that one while one Medicine,ano- 
ther while another may be found to be moſt 
conuenient, and agreeable.

Ome 8, yeares ſince, ibeing in 
conlultatis with certain Phy- 
fitions , about a man which 
was troubled with a fluxe of 
the belly a month together, 8 


at that time together with the ſame had 
a continuall Feuer, was depriued of naturall 
reſt and mighcily tormented with belly-ach,

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ſo that notwithſtanding the vſe of a oreat 
number of medicines, yet he was become ex. 
ceeding weake and feeble : vpon which oc. 
cafion when it came tomy turne toſ} eake,] 
propoſed Laudanwm, for an excellent medi. 
cine in that caſe : but they vtrerly difl king 
the ſame, came ypon me with thelc three ob. 
ieRions following , which notwithſtanding 
werenot able to renverſc or ouerthrow my 
opinion. To preuent therefore a miſchiete 
which may kappen to {ome ficke perſons for 
want of Landanum, being denied the vie 
thereof ypon ſo ſlight reaſons, I thought 
good for concluſion of this Treatiſe, to fet 
downe their obie&tions and my refutation of 
themin manner as followeth.

Concerning the firſt obieQion, I am of 0- 
pinion, that if tuch men as goe abcut to pro=- 
poſe any ſuch thing, would either gine place 
to the auchority of great Phyſ1tions, or Expe= 
rience-ſclf (both which afluring vs that crude 


Opium, taken in ſmall quantity, neither (uf- 


focareth naturall heate,nor dulieth the lenſes, 


as hath beene already ſufficiently proved in 
the beginning of this diſcourſe ) they would 
neither blame, nor lo baſely eftceme of it; 


bur ſuppoſe that a very ſmal Doſe of crude O- 


pinm did produce [uch effects , mult it there- 


fore doe the ſame when it is depriued of the 
ſuperfluity of irs narcotical Sulphur,his Acri- 
monie corrected, and after mixed with ſuch 
Bezoardick and Cordiall things as aforeſaid ? 
No man of iudgement, or of any experience 
inthe Myſteries of natute,can deny that Ops 
(the principall ingredience or Baſis of Law- 
danum) being thus altered both in forme and 
ſubſtance,” becometh likewiſe changed in its 
yertues and: operations, and therefore cat

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3 That it hath beene oblerued, that ſome 
ficke people haue died ſome few houres after 


the taking of La#danz, inconfideration wher. 
of we ſhouldabſtaine from its yſe altogether. 
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with no reaſon cenſure ſo hardly thereof; 
when it is crude : And notwithſtanding that 
Laudanis doth proucke the diſeaſed to ſleeye, 

yet _ experience teacheth ys that it doth 

not ſuffocate paturall heate, bur rather pre. 

ſerue it when it is about to conſume,andin 

danger to be ſuddainely extindt by reaſon of 
its violent motion, cxtreame paines, and ex- 

traordinary watching, whereby it is as rude- 

ly handled as a lampe or butrning-torch 

is in a mightie tewpeſt, which cauſeth a 

greater Waſting of oyle, and loſle of light 

then it would doe if it were defended from 

ſuch an accident, 

2 Forthe ſecond obieCtion : Laudanwmis 
ſo farre from aggravating, impairing or ma- 
king worſe the cauſes of the diſeaſe by reaſon 
of its incraflating faculty,that quite contrary 
it prepareth ſome offending humours , and 
maketh them far more apt and cafic to be ex- 
pelled,as in the 21. KP before cocerning 
Gours we haue ſomething declared ; Foris it 
not the conſent and verdict of the beſt Phy- 
fitionsin the world, thatthe preparation of 
humors before purgation doth chiefly con- 
fiſtin two operations, that ix in ſubcilizing 
and attenuating of thoſe which are Viſcouſc 
thick and clammy, and incraſſating and 
thickning indifferently thoſe which are __ 
ſub- 
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fabcill,virulenr,windy & vagant in the body? 
Now the greateſt part of extreame paines 
and inward heates preceeding from ſome 
diffolued matrer, that is cither Ge ſharpe or 
corroding, or from ſuch as doth excoriate,in- 
flame oY alter the member affeRted,where. 
by malignant vapors/ariſe, which paſſing vn- 
tothe adioyning parts, doe by conſentpro. 
duce ſudry tormets, & many euil accidents as 
by experience is manifeſt : what better courſe 
can a man obſerue, then by meanes of Law- 
danwm to thicken and digeſt the ſayd humors 
& ſequeſtring &conſuming the aforeſayd ya- 
pours in ſuch ſort,that chey can by nomeans- 
exerciſe their cruelty as before? And in caſe 
of ſuperflujty (if ir be any waies requiſite to 

e purged, a man may doe it afterwards farre 
more warily and ſafely then inthe former e- 
Rate :is not this repreſented to any mans 
vnderſtanding , by ſundry outward vicers, 
which being inflamed and diſtilling from 
ſome ſubtill and corroſive humour , cauſe 
great Pricking , Dolour and paines and 
oftentimes by conſent a Feuer to the Pati- 
ent, ſo that the true remedie inſuch a caſe 
to take away ſuch accidents is ſome excellent 
Anodyne , which may mitigateand aflwage 
that ynnaturall heate, and ſuddenly ripen 


and indifferently thicken the offending 


humour 
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humor which was ſo ſubtil] and corroſive 
which being done,al other Symptomes ceaſe 
wharſocuer ; Laudamwn then (not onely pro. 
ducing theſe effects by its naturall propertie, 
but alſo mundifying , reGſting putrifaQion, 
and healing, and comforting the weakened 
parts as it were Balſame)may by good conſe- 
quence take away or extinguiſh rhe cauſcof 
many cuill. Sympromes, rather then impaire 


and make them incureable : for althoughit | 


doth moderately incraffate,yet notwithitan- 
ding it doth not coagulate the bloud ,. nor 
fixe the ſubRRances, which in their owne pro- 
per nature are liquidin ſtone, nor ſoderor 
glue the parts togetber as Gypſum doth, for 
which cauſe onely men ſhould blameitin 
{uch maner as before. 

3. Thirdly, we will not deny, but that ſome 
fickperion may chance to die ſoone after the 
reccipt of Laudinam, but that Laudauum was 
the cauſc of theit death,& that in regard ther- 
of its yſ{cis vtterly to be abandoned and for- 
ſakenisthe matter now in.queſtion, 

Firlt therefore ir is very apparant by our 
former diſcourſe , that Landanum is not 4 
thing of ſuch a yenemous quality , as will 
c2nſe death to the receiuer, for albcit the ob- 
ſeruation be true that ſome haue died ſoone 


afcer the taking thereof , yet that eught n® 
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to ſuperſede all other reaſons, atteſlations & 
experience concerning the good effeCts, and 
ſafe vie »f Landanwm, for as itis an abſurd and 
fooliſh thing for a man to ſay, I did ſee cer. 
caine graines of Bezoar-ſtone, Vnicornes-horne, 
Pearles, or {uch like pretious Cordials giuen 
toa ficke perſon who died nor long after, 
ergo,that was the caule of his death,and ther. 
fore take heed of viing any luch thing here- 
after: or I ſaw one giue a Cliſter to ſuch a 
ficke perſon whodicd ſoone after, Ergo,Cii- 
ſters are dangerous remedies, and ought not 
to be vied, as many ſimple people are accu. 


ſtomed to argue; Euen-ſo it is as abſurd a- 


thing to hold Laudanwn in ſuſpition, becauſe 
ſuch a one tooke it & after dyed, for although 
ic doe principally and ſpeedily cauſe all tor- 
mentsto ceaſe, and prouoke the diſeaſed to 
ſleepe, yet that is no conſequence that it can 
preferue a man from death, when by God 
his ſecret decree his houre is come, for nci- 
ther that nor no other Medicine in the world 
can doe : ſleepe and exemption from paines 
are neceſſary things, as well tor ſound as ficke 
men,the one with diſtin&ion,the other with- 
out all exception ; but that thele two doe 
ſometimes ſerue for the maintenance and 
ſtrengthening of mans life, and other ſome- 


times are ynneceſſary, and of no yſe,this pro- 
cecds 
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ceeds not through any fault in themſelueg, 
bur in nature which doth not recejuethem 

for her owne good and benefit, as other 

times ſhe yſeth to doc, which thing is liuely 

repreſented vnto vs by the vic of meate, 

drinke and all other things called Medicines | 
not naturall , Which ſometimes are good and 
profitable to the bodie, and ſometimes quite 
contrary,euen as nature diſpoſeth of them for 
our good,or euill , howſoeuer in themſelues 
they are alwaies good, ſecing without theno 
man can liue, we may caſtly perceiue the ye- 
ritic hereof by the example of any man, who 
hauing watched, and trauailed moderately 
yntill at Jaſt hee become drowſie and faint, 
who after a little {leepe, and repoſe being x- 
wakened , becommeth as lively and frolicke 
as at firſt, Bur if this man returne to his 1a- 
bour, and redouble his paines & watching in 
ſuch ſort, that hee ſurpaſſethe limits of his 
ſtrength, and ſolong ynill his vicall animall 
and nacurall funions be veterly disbanded 
and weakned, making ſuch an exceeding al- 
terationin his body and turning ir quite vP- 
fide-downe, ſo that a dangerous and mortall 
diſcaſc inſue ; Now in this caſe, if he betake 
himſelte to this Medicine for reſt and fleepe, 
thinking to finde like benefic and comfort,

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the ſame , that quite contrary hemuſt needs 
pay the price of his life for his yaine ex. 
celſe and intemperance, After the very 
ſame manner may wee iudge of ſuch a 
ficke perſon as hath wanted fleepe be. 
yond meaſure, indured intellerablepaines, 
taken no food or nouriſhment, and become 
extreame weake and at point of death, who 


_ afterwards falling into a little ſleepe of 


himſelfe , or by mcanes of a little Law- 
damm, or a ſpoone-full or two of ſome 
reſtauratiue liquor to comfort him ; in. 
ſeed of recouering his life by any of theſe, 
hee doubtlefſe dies 5; the cauſe of his 
death notwithſtanding ought not to bee 
imputed to the little ſleepe hee had, nor 
ro the taking of the Cordiall ( ſeeing 
that ſleepe and nouriſhment are two ne- 
ceſſary things for the preſeruation of life Y 
but rather in regard that death hauin 

ſeized ypon them , theſe things could 
not produce thoſe good effets, which by 
natures intention they were ordained and 
appointed for, Let this ſuffice then to cone 
fute the third obieQion aforeſaid, in defence 
of well prepared and diſcreetly adminiſtred 
Laudanum . For if any man vſing Opinuns 
as the Twrkes doe, or Henbane, Mandrage, 
or any other Narcociall thing fo crude, raw,

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il-prepared or vncorreRted hath or doth c64 
mit any notable error in that behalfe, iris 
farre from my ſcope or intention to defend 
any ſuch abuſe ; my defirejs rather that Phy- 
Gtions ſhould beware how they deale with 
ſimple people, and leſt the Art ſhould bee 
flaundered , there ought to bee a fit timee- 
lected for the giuing of Lawdanum , that is at 
the firſt incounter of the diſeale, when there 
15 good hope of cure, conſidering that wee 
mult not onely have regard to purge Phlcbo- 
mize,preſcribe a Dyer, &c. to ouc Patients, 
butalſo to comfort and reſtore, to aduance 
and bring them to their naturall reſt, andto 
ceaſe and qualifie their rorments , More- 
ouer wee ſhould omit no occaſion at aby 
time,to eaſe and ſuccour our neighbour, cuen 
vatill the point of death, in all things wee 
may or can poſſibly , euen as wee would bee 
ſerued our ſelues in; the like caſe, and that 
with all conuenient exceptions and prote- 
Ration for the reaſon aforeſayd ; And this 
ſhall ſuffice for concluſion of this preſent 
Treatiſe, _ 

- Now Iproteſt tocuery one that ſhall read 
this ſame, that T have no prerenſfion inthis 
diſcourſe, to injure, or detract from thoſe 
which worthily make profeſſion of Phyſick, 


but onely deſire to amplifie the knowledge

 fayd' in my Preface, And alſo to manifeſt 


the paines which I rake, and the diligence I 
beſfiow to find out the properties, preparati- 
enand true vyſe of ſuch things as are cſpeci- 
ally conuenient and neceflary in Phyſicke, 
and conſequently to make it appeare,' that 
thoſe w hich ( mooued with their owne pro- 
per paſſions) ſhall ſpeake any thing againſt 
me, deceiue themſclues, and derogate from 
that Noble name whence they are called 
Chriſtians , thinking it no wrong to detract 
from anothers honour, ſo they may by thar
